Wreck Totais Tractor Trailer 


A tractor-trailer truck loaded with 
46,000 pounds of peanuts flipped down 
a steep embankment while going 
around a dangerous curve on Highway 
189, ‘approximately seven miles north 
of Elba, totally destroying the truck and 
trailer and spreading peanuts along a 
200-yard stretch of woods. 

Driver of the truck, Charles Eugene 
Moore, 19, escaped injury. 


Moore, a driver for Pearson 
Trucking Company of Enterprise, 
reported he had picked up a load of 
46,000 pounds of peanuts in Luverne 
and was enroute back to Enterprise on 
Highway 189. He stated the trailer 
‘‘leaned’’ while going around a curve, 
and the entire truck flipped over when it 
went off a steep embankment. The cab 
of the truck was crushed when it flipped

and the trailer was split in half when it 
struck a large tree. 

Moore miraculously escaped injury 
and said, ‘‘When I saw the truck was

Cox Captured After Wild 2 Day Chase 


, Avwild chase, that at one time even 
included a lawman on horseback, began 
quietly at 1:09 a.m. Saturday morning 
when the Elba police received a call that 
Linda Henderson’s green 1976 Nova 
had been stolen, 

Officers reported they were told that 
Sam C. Cox Jr. had broken into the 
Henderson apartment on Adkinson 
Street, taken some food from the 
kitchen and also her car keys from her 
purse, afd then her car. 

Law officers got reports throughout 
the day Saturday and Sunday that the 
car had been sighted in rural North 


Coffee ‘County. Sunday afternoon - 


cruising law officers spotted the car and 
gave chase. Before that phase was over 
the cars had entered Elba at a high rate 
of speed, changed directions and left 
the city limits at a very high speed. 
Deputies and State Trooper Ronnie 
Whitworth had radioed for help and 
Elba police responded and attempted to 
stop the car at Big Creek, where 
Whitworth correctly predicted he would 
enter the Troy Highway. 

The car evaded police but struck a 
passing vehicle from Troy, which spun 
into the ditch, but with its driver 
unhurt. Now, headed South toward 
Elba, he was chased by Whitworth, 
Elba Policeman Pete Daugherty and 
Reserve Deputy Ronny Shiver. These 
were attempting a ‘‘running blockade"’ 


- as the high-speed chase came to Elba. 


However, as they neared the Big 
Bear parking lot, someone or something 
rolled a SS-gallon barrel into the 
highway, apparently to stop the Nova. 
However, the Nova (presumably driven 
by Sam Cox) avoided the drum as did 
the law officers. 

Cox skidded around and cut through 
the parking lot by jumping the curb and 
scattering citizens. Followed closely by 
law officers, he headed out the Brantley 
Highway in full control of the chase. 
However, after leaving the Elba city 
limits, he had a blowout on a front tire. 
After controlling the car perfectly until 
it was almost stopped, Cox jumped out 
and ran into the woods where he was 
successful in eluding a host of law 
officers, bloodhounds and air sur- 
veillance. The active search was called 
off about 9:30 Sunday night. 

About 2 p.m. Monday Elba police 
received a telephone call from a person 
who had seen Cox in a yard off a dirt 
road that joins County 11 and 21 in 
northeast Coffee County. Law officers 
went to the John Bryan home, and as 
they drove into the yard, Cox again ran 
into the woods. However, no effort was 
made to pursue unt! additional tracking 
dogs could be brought in from Atmore 
itate prison. 

Mrs. Bryan told this newspaper that 
Cox often came to their home and they

tried to help him whenever possible. 
She said that Monday her husband was 
repairing a fence when Sam walked up. 
“I was outside helping him,”’ she 
explained. During friendly conversa- 
tion, Mr. Bryan said, ‘‘Sam, it is almost 
2 o'clock and I haven't eaten -- are you 
hungry?’’ Mrs. Bryan said he re- 
sponded that he was almost starved, 
and it was agreed she would warm some 
previously-cooked lunch and the three 
of them would eat, as they often did. 

After eating, Mrs. Bryan offered to 
go back and help her husband fix the 
cowpen, but Cox insisted on helping 
himself and was doing so when law 
officers drove into the yard. Mrs. Bryan 
strongly denied published reports that 
anyone in her family had called the Elba 
police. 

Upon arrival of the tracking dogs 
from Atmore, law officers dispersed 
around the area and released the dogs. 
They tracked around fields, through 
swamps, in circles, and three hours 
later tracked Sam Cox to a wooded area 
less than 100 yards from his mother’s 
mobile home where he gave up peace- 
fully and without further running.

Covington County. : 

The full list of charges has not been 
completed, but Cox is charged with auto 
theft, burglary, leaving the scene of an 
accident; and both Pike and Crenshaw 
Counties reportedly have charges of 
theft of property where he got tanks of 
gas and didn’t pay for them. The City of 
Elba has additional charges of wreck- 
less endangerment, attempted assault 
first degree, and attempt to elude police 
officers,

Citizens May Vote On 
Changing County Seat 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, May 10, 
at the courthouse in Enterprise and 
voted to seek an attorney general's 
opinion on whether or not it would be 
constitutional to hold a referendum 
election in an effort to change the 
county seat to New Brockton. 

The discussion began when Probate 
Judge James L. Sawyer stated, ‘I think 
we need to decide on the courthouse 
issue before we go on with the jail. In 
1976 an application for funds to build a 
jail in Elba was turned down, primarily 
because of doubt of the future location 
of the county courthouse. We need to 
put the jail where the courthouse is 
located, and we need to let the people 
vote on one location for a single 
courthouse to serve Coffee County. 1! 
plead with you, the commission, to let 
the people vote on whether they want 
one courthouse or two, and if they vote 
for one, then let them choose a 
location!" 

Following Sawyer's lead, 
Commissioner Marvin Bowden made a 
motion to ask the county's legislators to 
introduce a bill calling for an election to 
be held to let the citizens of Coffee 
County vote on whether they want one 
courthouse or two. Although it wasn’t 
included in the motion, Bowden stated 
if the people voted for one courthouse, 
the commission would then decide on a 
location. 

Commissioner Eugene Bradley 
seconded the motion and it was then 
open for discussion - and there was 
plenty to discuss! 


‘l call your attention back to the 


Rowe; “‘and ask you to remember what 
happened the last time you tried this. 
What you are asking for is a straw vote, 
and it is not constitutional. The law 
states Coffee County will have a 
courthouse in Elba and a branch 
courthouse in Enterprise; the only 
method of changing the law is through a 
petition, which must include the 
signatures of SO percent of the 


. registered voters plus one. When the 


commission tried to hold an election for 
this purpose before, it was thrown out 
by the court for being unconstitutional, 
and the election you are proposing 
would have the same fate. 1 am not 
opposed to one courthouse -- I’m just 
trying t¢ avoid another long legal 
battle.” 


Commissioner Billy Eagerton then 
made a motion to amend Commissioner 
Bowden's motion, allowing the people 
to yote on whether or not they want one 
courthouse in New Brockton. This 
amendment in essence would mean if 
the vote passed, the county seat would 
be moved to New Brockton, and both 
courthouses now used would be 
abandoned. Commissioner Gilmer 
Grant seconded the motion, and a 
discussion again followed. 

‘Before we do something we can’t 
retract,”” stated Attorney Rowe, ‘‘why 
don’t we write up what we are 
proposing and get an attorney general's 
opinion on its legality?” 

Commissioner Charlie Mack Martin 
said, “I am in favor of the people 
voting, but I’m not for giving them only 
one choice. To give them one choice is 
the same as giving them no choice!” 

The motion to amend Bowden’s 
motion and to list New Brockton as a 
site was passed 4-2, with Bowden and 
Martin casting the ‘‘no’’ votes. After 
the motion passed, the commission 
yoted 4-2 (Bowden and Martin voting 
no) to instruct the county attorney to get 
an attorney general's opinion on the 
election. 

During a ten-minute break following 
the lengthy discussion, County Attorney 
Rowe told the news media the vote was 
no more than a straw vote and would not 
be legal. He cited a similar attempt in 
Lee County which was thrown out by the 
court, and expressed the opinion that 
the proposed election in Coffee County 
was seeking the same action. 

Still on the matter of the election, 
but in a_ different vein, one 
commissioner stated if the election was

- was then unsuccessful in naming New 


Brockton as the county seat, it would kill 

Cary iliempt w'thinge the zounty seat 
for 20 years. Accdtding to the 
commission, the State Code states if an 
attempt is made to change a county seat 
and it fails, no further attempt is 
allowed for 20 years. 

The election was not discussed 
following the break, and it appears the 
commission’s latest attempt to settle 
the dual-courthouse controversy will be 
on hold until the attorney general 
releases his opinion. 


Monday’s bi-monthly meeting 
began at 9 a.m., and the first order of 
business was to open bids on “pre-cast 


concrete bridge components.” Bids” 


were received from Choctaw, Inc., and 
Sherman Bridge, with Choctaw being 
awarded the contract as low bidder. 
The latest jail inspection report was 
passed around, and it was lauded as 
being the “best in some time!’’ 
However, a close look at the report 
failed to show a reason for the 
commission's optimism. The report did 
state improvements had been made, but 
also stated inside stairs were steep and 
narrow, additional personnel is needed 
badly, the kitchen is too small, hot 
water is limited on the second floor, 
paint is in poor condition, plaster is 
peeling from the ceiling, the roof leaks, 
lighting is not adequate, plumbing is 
only in fair condition, ventilation is not 
adequate, kitchen table is in poor 
shape, paid employees need to be 
supervising meal servings, and window 
screens are poor to non-existent. 


Despite the long list of deficiencies, 
one commissioner stated, ‘‘With this 
report I don’t think a judge in the land 
would declare our jail to be in violation 
of standards.”’ 

Commissioner Rex Boutwell 
reminded the commission it had done 
nothing about employing a bonding 
attorney and a financial advisor, and 
made a motion to name Bob Thorington 
and Associates as attorney, and the firm 
of Stern, Agee and Leach as financial 
advisors. The motion passed 5-1, with 
Bradley casting the lone negative vote. 

Commissioner Charlie Mack Martin 
reported he and Commissioner Boutwell 
had contacted several engineers in their 
search to find a person to fill the vacant 
post of county engineer, and they had 
also met with state officials. He said 
one applicant was interviewed last week 
by the commission, but his salary 
demands were found to be higher than 
the commission was ready to meet --

Franklin H. James, director 
of the Alabama Department 
of Industrial Relations. 
Previously, state law re- 
quired the department to de- 
duct 100 percent of the Social 
Security or Railroad Retire- 
ment pension from the un- 
employment benefits. How- 
ever, PL 96-364, passed by 
Congress in late 1980, gave 
states the option of lowering 


the pension deduction re- . 


quirement to 50 percent. 

**Many pensioners, some 
of whom draw as little as 
$100 a month in retirement 
pay, find it necessary to 
supplement their annuity by 
working,’’ James explained. 
“We supported a bill which 
would cut the Social Security 
and Railroad Retirement 
pension deduction require- 
ment to 50 percent, and Act 
No, 82-372 of the 1982 Ala- 
bama Legislature does just 
that.” 

James said the depart- 
ment is making a computer 
search of its files, dating 
back to February 14, 1981. 
On the basis of its file search, 
the department estimates 
that about 2.500 claimants 
are entitled to a review of a 
prior disqualification. Per- 
sons identified by the com- 
puter will receive a notice in 
the mail. 

However, James pointed 
out, the computer may not 
identify all persons who are 
entitled to the reconsidera- 
tion of a prior claim. Any 
person who has been denied 
a portion or all of their

Graddick Will Seek Reelection 


Attorney General Charlie 
Graddick officially announc- 
ed his intention to seek re- 
election last Monday night, 
May 10, in Mobile. 

Before an audience of 
hometown supporters and 
volunteer campaign workers 
from around Alabama, Grad- 
dick outlined the accomplish- 
ments of his first term and 
said that he was particularly 
proud of revisions in the 
criminal code. 


‘The Alabama Legisla- 
ture adopted virtually every 
change we recommended, 
giving us the toughest crimi- 
nal laws this state has ever 
had,”* Graddick said. 

The Mobile native listed 
the major revisions including 
the right of a homeowner to 
use any force necessary to 
defend himself and his fami- 
ly from burglars, an increase 
in sentences for habitual 
offenders, as well as thieves 
who burglarize unoccupied 
homes and businesses and 
the authority for an arresting 
officer to use whatever force 
is necessary to arrest fleeing 
felons. 


The Attorney General al- 
so had critical remarks for 
the Alabama Board of Par- 
dons and Parole saying that 
they have used ‘‘extremely 
poor judgement” in the past 
in releasing dangerous cri- 
minals. He said he has 
submitted a bill which would 
require the Board to notify 
victims or survivors of any 
consideration of parole for 
criminals who injured them. 

On the work of his wel- 
fare fraud unit Graddick said 
hat he was not trying to 
leny benefits to any who are 
iruly needy and qualified for

TESTING PRESSURE 
CANNERS 

Canning home grown 
foods can stretch the family 
budget while providing nu- 
tritious, tasty meals. But it’s 
important to use the right 
equipment to properly pre- 
pare the food. 

Pressure canning is 
recommended more than the 
open kettle method of can- 
ning. Temperatures in open- 
kettle canning aren't high 
enough to destroy organisms 
that spoil food. 

Pressure canning is the 
only safe way to can low- 
acid foods like meats, fish, 
poultry and all vegetables 
except tomatoes. Pressure 
canners produce tempera- 
tures higher than those of 
boiling water. These higher 
temperatures are required to 
destroy botulism causing 
bacteria in these low-acid 
foods.

CEILING FANS 

Ceiling fans are making a 
comeback. These fans have 
three features going for 
them. They are economical, 
efficient, and decorative. 

Here are a few facts 
about.fans. They use about 
the same amount of electri- 
city as a one hundred watt 
bulb. When used with an 
air conditioner, thermostats 
may be set up to seven 
degrecs higher without alter- 
ing your degree of comfort. 

Sizes of fans are impor- 
tant. For small rooms, such 
as kitchens, entryways: and 
alcoves, a 36-inch fan is 
adquate. Larger rooms such 
as dining areas and living 
rooms require about a’ 52- 
inch size. 

But summer isn’t the only 
time for a ceinling fan. In 
winter, fans with a reverse 
setting can be used to push 
warm air down. This is 
especially beneficial in 
houses with high ceilings or 
two-story openings. 
REDUCE FOOD BUDGET 

Just because you are 
trimming the food budget 
doesn’t mean you have to eat 
under-nourishing meals. 
With careful planning you 
can lower your food budget 
without lowering the quality 
of your meals. 

Here's how. Select re- 
cipes that call for a minimum 
of items. Eggs and dried 
peas are excellent meat sub- 
Stitutes that supply high 
quality protein. Limit sugar 
in recipes that call for it and 


cut down on fat content 
whenever possible. 
Avoid preparing large 


amounts of food unless left- 
overs are regularly eaten and 
enjoyed. Even the water that 
food is cooked in makes 
delicious soup, gravy or sea- 
soning. 

Add your own seasoning. 
Packaged mixes are expen- 
sive. When serving meat, 
limit the amount served and 
dress up the meal with other 
items that are high in nutri- 
tive value. 

Make sure meals contain 
food from the following 
groups: fruits and vege- 
tables, breads and cereals, 
dairy products and meats, 
fish and poultry. 


SUNGLASSES 

Make sunglasses a part 
of your summer wardrobe by 
shopping now for the perfect 
pair that fits and offers 
adequate protection. Protec- 
tion of your eyes should be 
your first priority. 

Although experts advise 
sunglasses should be a part 
of everyday outdoor life year 
‘round, most people wait 
until spring to start thinking 
about them. 

Sunglasses can make you 
more comfortable and at the 
same time protect your eyes 
from the sun’s dangerous 
rays. 

Most _ over-the-counter 
sunglasses filter the visible 
light but not infrared or 
ultraviolet which may be 
damaging to your eyes. For 
maximum protection, wear 
optically manufactured len- 
ses with special tints that 
filter out the harmful rays. 


USING FOOD DISCOUNT 
COUPONS 

Coupon clipping is a way 
of life for so many of us, and 
it’s one way to save money if 
you know what you're doing., 

Coupons can save you the 
most money when they’re 
used for brands of food that 
you usually buy. However, 
many of the coupons are on 
nationally advertised _ pro- 
ducts that often cost a few 
cents more than store brands 
and private labels of com- 
parable quality. 

Do some figuring. If you 
usually buy the lower priced 
store brands, using coupons 
may cost rather than save 
money. 

As for cash-refund offers, 
here, too, you need to do 
some figuring. Each discount 
or cash-refund offer has to be 
evaluated individually before 
the actual amount of savings 
can be known. 

In other words, don't buy 
a product simply because you 
have a coupon for it or can 
get a cash refund. Do some 
math work first. 


FREEZER PAY-BACK 

Let your freezer pay for 
its keep. Keep it filled near 
capacity and rotate the food 
often. To offset operating 
costs, follow these sugges- 
tions. 

--Buy a_ well-insulated, 
energy-efficient unit. 

--Consider a chest freez- 
er. It loses less cold air when 
than does a standing unit. 

--Buy food in quantity at 
special prices. Cook and 
freeze in quantity. 

--For each cubic foot of 
space, add no more than 
three pounds of food to be 
frozen at one time. 


DAILY ROUTINE 

We all have certain 
activities or tasks that have 
to be done on a regular basis. 
And if we let thém, these 
activities can take up a lot of 
time. 

To save time, establish 
the most efficient way to doa 
task, then .make it a habit. 
Once a routine hecomes a 
habit, you'll finish your work 
in less time. 

Routines eliminate a 
great amount of decision- 
making and help eliminate 
unnecessary interruptions. 
They also provide con- 
sistency, security and a 
sense of being in control. 

Establish routines in your 
family. Once everyone is 
aware of them, more time 
can be spent on other tasks. 
So, harness a habit and make 
it save you time. 


CHILDREN’S EATING

LINE DRYING

These tips are valuable when 
line-drying your laundry. 

1. Keep the clothesline 
clean. Wipe it with a clean 
cloth before hanging out 
laundry. 

2.Shake clothes and 
linens before hanging them. 
Smooth fabric and straighten 
seams, collars and cuffs as 
articles are hung up. 

3. Hang clothes by the 
firmest part - socks by the 
toes, pants by the waist, etc. 

4. Remove articles to be 
ironed while they’re still 
slightly damp.

TOMATOES 

One good way to have 
disease-free tomatoes is to 
use a fungicide beginning 
when the tomatoes begin to 
bloom. I can't over-empha- 
size the importance of start- 
ing early because most fun- 
gus diseases of tomatoes 
must be prevented. You 
can't cure them once they 
have the disease. 


There are a number of 
materials on the market in- 
cluding Daconil, Zineb, Man- 
eb or others which work 
effectively to prevent tomato 
diseases. A lot of good 
tomato growers spray with a 
fungicide and, if necessary, 
an insecticide every week. 
Go slower, though, on the 
insecticide and use it only if 
needed. 


SOYBEAN VARIETIES 

A lot of Coffee County 
soybean producers are mak- 
ing decisions on varieties to 
plant. Here are some sug- 
gestions to use as a guide in 
selecting your varieties. The 
Davis bean can be planted 
any time from April 20 to 
June 30. It is a dependable 
producer and a lot of farmers 
use this variety. 

Other varieties which can 
be planted now and up until 
about June S include Cen- 
tennial, Coker 156, Lee 74, 
McNair 600 and Tracy. Be 
sure that you get these 
varieties planted before 
about June 5. 


Another group of vari- 
eties which can be planted 
from May 20 to June 20 
include Coker 237, Bragg, 
Ransom, Braxton, Wright 
and Agripro 70. 

For late plantings any- 
where from May 20 on up 
until the first of July, use 
Hutton, Cobb, Coker 488 and 
Coker 338. 


NEW MATERIALS 

Be cautious about using 
materials which are adver- 
tised to be new, revolution- 
ary, etc. Most years we see 
some highly advertised new 
products or gadgets. In addi- 
tion, sometimes products are 
advertised as a weed killer or 
insect killer, for example, in 
a garden. They may do an 
excellent job of killing weeds 
or insects,but they may not 
be cleared for use on vege- 
tables. Some of these mater- 
ials could kill you. Buy from 


reputable dealers and com- 
panies and follow directions 
on the label carefully. 


FIRE BLIGHT 

I have had quite a few 
calls this spring about fire 
blight in pears. Fire blight 
came into this area about six 
years ago. This disease 
attacks the leaves of pear 
trees while they are still 
blooming in the spring. Even 
though trees won't necessar- 
ily die from this disease the 
first year, it does weaken 
them and lowers the produc- 
tion of fruit. 

A material called Agri- 
Strep is very effective 
against fire blight in pears 
and apples. You can get this 
material at supply stores. 
Use it on pears in the spring 
when the tree first begins to 
bloom. Then spray two more 
times five days apart. 

If you have trees which 
are affected this year, make a 
note of this and be sure to 
spray next year. 

Incidentally, a pear tree 
will usually produce a good 
crop of fruit every year with a 
minimum amount of care. 
Spraying for fire blight is 
generally the only thing you 
need to do for a pear tree 


except for a fairly light 
fertilizer treatment each 
year. 


GRAIN SORGHUM 

Quite a few folks are 
planting grain sorghum. We 
have a production guide 
which gives information on 
varicties, planting dates, 
seeding rates, insect and 
weed control, harvesting and 
other facts. Let me know if 
you would like for me to mail 
you a copy of this guide. 

We have fewer acres in 
corn this year than in sever- 
al years. Quite a few farm- 
ers will plant grain sorghum 
following wheat. There are 
two types of grain 
sorghums--bird resistant and 
non-bird resistant. The non- 
bird resistant varieties have 
a better taste. Broilers won't 
readily eat bird resistant 
varieties. 

Some non-bird resistant 
varieties recommended are 
CNS 1290, Coker 7675, 
Funk's G-522A, Funk's G- 
522DR. Pennington is also 
still recommended. 

Bird resistant varieties 
include CNS 1334BR, North- 
rup King SAVANNA 5 and 
Pioneer B815.

Plant 


The wild turkey has three 
basic habitat needs--food, 
cover and water. If either is 
missing, inadequate or inac- 
cessible, the turkey popula- 
tion will be limited, also. It’s 
that simple. 

Winter is often a time of 
food shortage for wild turkey 
and many other kinds of 
wildlife. If a shortage of 
winter food is limiting your 
turkey population, you need 
to correct the situation, of 
course. Planting chufa in 
May, June or early July is 
one way of correcting it. 

Chufa is a nut sedge. In 
many ways, it resembles nut- 
grass. But it usually grows 
taller than nutgrass, and it 
doesn’t have the undesirable 
characteristics of nutgrass. It 
doesn't become a pest. 

Chufa produces an abun- 
dance of tubers or under- 
ground nutlets which mature 
in the fall, usually in Octo- 
ber. The tubers are preferred 


Unwanted Hardwoods 


When driving through 
Coffee County how often 
have you noticed groves of 
tall, stately pines growing off 
the roadside? Or, how about 
rolling acres of young, bright 
green pines, five to ten feet 
high? Along with these sce- 
nic views are areas with 
stunted, scrubby trees, 
mainly upland hardwoods. 

For many landowners, 
forests of this type are un- 
desireable, and thus they 
have to decide how to remove 
the scrub trees prior to 
planting pines or another 
species. The best method is 
to utilize the trees either as 
pulpwood, posts or firewood, 
but in some cases this option 
isn't possible. In such cases a 
product called velpar may be 
the answer. ‘ 

Velpar is an almond-sized 
pellet which when applied by 
hand or helicopter, is dis- 
solved by rainfall, and then 
absorbed by tree roots. The 
chemical is unique in that it 
kills most hardwoods but not 
pines, by blocking the food- 
making process (i.e., photo- 
synthesis). 


Veilpar is now widely 
available and most counties 


have ‘test sites showing the 
results of application. The 
application time is February- 
June. If you would like more 
information or would like to

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Chufa For Your Wild Turkeys 


food of the wild turkey and 
many other kinds of wild- 
life. Turkey uncover the tu- 
bers by scratching, and they 
feed on them a great deal in 
late fall and winter, especi- 
ally in years of low acorn. 
production. 

Besides feeding your tur- 
key well, chufa also in- 
creases your chance of har- 
vesting them in _ hunt- 
ing season. So, chufa is 
indeed a valuable crop, and it 
serves a useful purpose. 
Here’s how to plant and 
manage it for turkey. 

Because the tubers are 
readily eaten by many kinds 
of wildlife, your plots should 
be at least one acre in size. 
Smaller plots may not pro- 
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897-2457 


duce enough teed for your 
turkey and all the other kinds 
of wildlife that relish the 
tubers. Plots of two acres or 
more are recommended if 
you have a heavy popula- 
tion of either deer or rac- 
coon, 

Chufa plots should be 
well distributed and located 
in or near woodland. Select 
sites that are level or nearly 
level. This will help prevent 
your soil from washing away. 
Also, plant on new ground if 
it’s available. This will re- 
duce * competition from 
weeds. Avoid planting on 
heavy clay soils and on 
highly alkaline soils. If pos- 
sible, select sites away from 
streams. This will help dis- 


courage raccoon, one of the 
species that really competes 
with turkey for the tubers. 
One chufa plot (one acre or 
more) for every 25 acres of 
woodland usually provides 
enough supplementary food 
for high turkey populations. 

Break and harrow plots 
before planting. Apply lime 
and fertilizer according to 
soil test recommendations. 
Broadcast 40 pounds of seed 
per acre and cover therm 
about one inch. 

Protect chufa from all 
livestock during growing 
season--grazing at that time 
will kill the plants. After the 
tubers mature, it’s necessary 
to protect plots from only 
hogs.

With 
higher numbers of small bass 
present, the number of for- 
age fish, such as shad and 
small bluegill, will decline. 

The 16-inch size limit has 
been successful at several 


other state lakes in pro- 
ducing a more balanced fish 
population which results in 
better overall fishing.

Brunson To Seek Office 


Marion Brunson of Elba announced 
in a press conference Tuesday that he 
would be a candidate for probate judge 
in the Democratic primary September 7, 
1982. 

Brunson, principal of Elba 
Elementary School, said he would 
qualify the first day of qualifying, would 
work hard to win and when elected he 
would work hard and the people would 
be proud they voted for him. 

Brunson anticipated many questions 
he might be asked and gave the answers 
as he made his announcements. He 
pointed out that not all the people of 
Coffee County considered the court- 
house the most important issue facing 
the people.

Brunson said he didn’t have ali the 
answers but would work toward bring- 
ing the political factions together. He 
said the courthouse was an emotional 
issue with many people, but not with 
him. He said he would abide by the 
wishes of the people on the matter and 
didn’t feel it was the responsibility of 
the probate judge to decide such 
matters 


ELBA, ALABAMA 36323 
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County Lake To Get Facelift 


Commissioner John McMillan of the 
Alabama Conservation Department was 
in Elba recently to join with Senator 
Wallace Miller and Representative 
Jimmy Holley in announcing a major 
addition to the facilities at the Coffee 
County Lake, just outside the Elba city 
limits. He acknowledged the active 
interest and full cooperation of the Elba 
Chamber of Commerce in this project. 


The $150,000 project will include 24 
campsites, four pavilions of various 
sizes, two toddler play pens, two public 
bath houses and extensive landscape 
improvement. Approximately 50 
additional picnic tables and grills will be 
included in the project. 

At least one of the new pavilions will 
be located on the opposite side of the 
lake with access to it over a new access 


road, probably across a widening of the 
existing dam 


McMillan noted a sudden drop in 
federal funds for such projects, and said 
it was the tremendous cooperation of 
local governments such as Elba that has 
made it possible for them to continue 
improving recreation in Alabama. 


Council Discusses Reereation Needs 


The Elba City Council met Monday 
night with all present except Council- 
man Charles Kennett who was absent 
due to a death in his family. 

A routine report by Police Chief Dick 
Reeves led to a lively discussion on 
recreational needs of the city. Reeves 
reported he. had been receiving 
complaints of beer drinking, loud 
profanity and pot-smoking by teenagers 
in both the Big Bear parking lot and 
Northwood Plaza. He noted that only a 
small percentage of the area teenagers 


was guilty of this law-breaking, and felt. 


the entire group shouldn't be punished 
for the wrong-doing of a few. 

Reeves also acknowledged the 
limited recreational facilities for local 
teenagers and asked the council for 
direction in solving the problem. He 
also questioned if some of the problem 
youths would use anything provided for 
them. 

The council agreed with Reeves’ 
suggestion that they make an effort to 
weed out violators that cause the 
problems and make criminal charges 
against them, and not make mass 
arrests or run off all the youths. 

When councilmen expressed con- 
cern over the recreation available, 
Mayor English suggested they plan ‘on 
the recreational director attending the 
next meeting to discuss the recreation 
program. 


The long-term lease on _ the 
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American Legion building again was 
discussed. The council agreed to offer a 
compromise to the Legion of $500 a 
year, on a year-to-year basis. The 
councilmen agreed with Mayor English 
that even though they could legally hold 
the Legion to the $100 a year for the 
next ten years, both the city and the 
Legion were dedicated to serving the 
people and not getting hung up on 
legalities. Councilman Cleo Hawkins 
noted it wasn't a matter of ‘*them- 
against-us"’ because he and several 
other members of the council belonged 
to the Legion also. 

The reason for making the lease a 
year-to-year thing is the proposed 
Senior Citizens Center proposed for the 
lot at the intersection of Tucker Street 
and Taylor Mill Road. The lot is owned 
by the city and funding would be by a 
federal grant presently being applied 
for through a special program. The 
facility would include a 42 x 64 building 
With kitchen, dining facilities; office 
space and a large area for arts and 
crafts. Outside would be ample parking 
for automobiles and areas under shade 
‘rees for senior citizens to relax and 
enjoy games, 


Winzell Gray addressed the council 
and requested bleachers be returned to 
the Mulberry recreational park. He 
noted there was a very active girls 
softball team that wasn’t part of the 
Elba league, but which played host to 
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surrounding towns, and all seating had 
been removed. The council agreed for 
Mayor English to find out what had 
happened to the bleachers which were 
there last year, and to get seating up 
there as soon as possible. 


Upon completion of the project, the 
area will be ideal for such mammoth 
affairs as the annual Jaycee Bluegrass 
festival. according to Representative 
Holley. who acknowledged that he and 
Miller had done a lot of horse trading to 
get the project funded and approved. 


Manager of the lake, Forrest Dean, 
presented records to this newspaper 
indicating that from January through 
che first of May there were 3403 people 
plus many children who had fished at 
the facility, catching over a ton of bream 
and many pounds of bass, crappie and 
catfish. He said that on Easter Sunday 
there were 20 fishermen and over 350 
picnickers at the 86-acre lake. 


The project work will actually begin 
in about three months, according to 
McMillan, and should be completed 
before next summer. 


Elba Man Arrested For 
Attempted Murder 


Goob H. Allen, age 53, is in the 
Coffee County Jail at press time 
charged with attempted murder of his 
brother, Clifton Allen, according to 
information from the local sheriff's 
office. 

Clifton Allen is in the Elba General 
Hospital recovering from surgery to 
remove shotgun pellets lodged in his 
body during the incident. 

Deputy John White explained 
Tuesday evening that the story he was 
told was that Clifton Allen Was enroute 
to plow the garden, drove over an area 
commonly used for this purpose that 
apparently crossed a corner of Goob 
Allen's one-acre Jot, and on which he 
had placed some sort of blockade to 
prevent the use of the dirt roadway. 

White said it then appeared that 
when the tractor driver ignored the 
blockade, that Goob Allen fired two 
blasts of his shotgun at his brother. 
White said Clifton Allen told him the 
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shots hit something else before striking 
him in the back, apparently bouncing 
into him. He stopped the tractor, got off 
and started walking back toward his 
brother. 

White quoted J.L. Johnson as 
saying he heard the first two shots, 
looked up and heard Goob Allen 
threaten to kill his brother if he took 
another step.. Apparently about this 
time he fired the shotgun again, striking 
the ground between the two brothers 
and again shots bounced up and struck 
Clifton Allen, this time some hitting his 
face. 

When Deputy White and other law 
enforcement officers arrived, Clifton 
Allen was at his home preparing to go to 
the hospital on private vehicle and Goob 
Allen was at his home grilling a steak. 
His wife had possession of the shotgun 
by that time. He offered no resistance 
and was taken to the county jail, where 
he remains at press time. 
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
